Postmaster-General Says Oppo- 
sition to the Plan Is Rapidly 
, Disappearing. 


By Associated Press. 
sNEW YORK, Aug. 12.—Plans for 


the installation of Postal Savings 
Bank equipment in the New York 
and Brooklyn postoffices are being 
rushed here under the personal sup- 
ervision of Postmaster General Hitch- 
cock. It is hoped to have the banks 
in operation by Nov. 1. 

As yet it has been impossible for 


the posta) authorities to form any 
accurate estimate as to what accounts 
will be entrusted to the Postal banks 
by frugal New Yorkers. Postmaster- 
General Hitchcock is optimistic. 

“I believe that when we really get 
to work the Postal Savings bank 
proposition will prove one of the 
most popular features of the present 
national administration” he . says. 
“We are going to wry the plan in 
some of the big offices first. Ulti- 
mately we shall have a Postal Sav- 
ings Bank wherever there is a post- 
office. 

“Since reaching New York, I have 
discovered that most of the opposi- 
tion which developed when the pro- 
position was first suggested has dis- 
appeared and now many i bankers 
are heartily co-operating with us. 

“Bankers generally seemed to fear 
that it meant serious injury to their 
business. Now they are gradually 
coming around to the belief that it 
will not endange- it at all, but on 
the contrary will release incalculable 
amounts of money which the poor in 
particular have been hoarding be- 
cause they were afraid to bank it.”

Millionaire Brewer Is Against 
Hannauer and Has a Few

Former Leader Also Has 
Some Ideas on Prohibition 
and Lawler Daley. 


“Tony” Stuever, millionaire brewer, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter he has 
not re-entered politics, but—— 

He said he was actively opposing the 


re-election of Joseph Hannauer as a 
member of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee from the Tenth District. Han- 
nauer is an employe and political lieu- 
tenant of Charley Lemp, Democratic 
brewer politician. 

“‘Lawler’’ Daley, whose work in the 
Democratic City Cemmittee resulted in 
the election of Herman W. Fay for 
chairman, is one of. Stuever’s close al- 
lies. whom, Stuever says. he would in- 
trust with any political mission. 

He believes David R. Francis should 
be elected Senator from Missouri, 
though he has not determined how ac- 
tive he will be in Francis’ support. 

He thinks the prohibition question re- 
quires some attention, but fully believes 
that the less the brewers have to do 
with politics the better off they will 
find themselves after the prohibition 
fight is over. 

Stuever thus explained his position at 
Forest Park Highland, his amusement 
resort, where many political pow-wows 
have been held, after he was told poll- 
ticlans were saying he was actively in 
the political game after five years’ rest, 
with the intention of gaining control of 
the Democratic city organization. 


x Outcome of Old Fist Fight. 


The fight Stuever is making on Han- 
nauer, political leaders hint, is the re- 
sult of jealousy between the Lemp 
brewery interests, represented by Han- 
nauer, and Stuever fqr political control 
in St. Louis during the prohibition con- 
test. Stuever denies this, declaring his 
opposition to Hannauer is purely per- 
sonal, and the result of a fistic en- 
counter between the two 12 years ago. 
Hannauer sued Stuever for $2000 after 
the fight, and Stuever says he com- 
promised for $800. 

The talk among politicians is that 
Stuever secretly pulled the strings that 
brought about the election of Fay for 
chairman of the city committee. Law-

At a cau- 
cus, attended by 10 of 13. members of the 
State committee last Friday, an agreé- 
ment to elect John P. Haney and re- 
elect Joseph Helderle was reached. This 
means the defeat of Hannauer, Stue- 
ver's enemy. 

Stuever was one of the original sup- 
porters of Joseph W. Folk for Gov- 
ernor. When Folk was elected Stuevor 
asked permission to name the excise 
commissioner for St. Louis. He wanted 
Folk to give the job to Ed T. Orear. 
Folk refused and Stuever then an- 
nounced he was through with Folk. 
Since that time Stuever has taken very 
little part in politics. 

Stuever denied positively Friday that 
he intended to take a conspicuous part 
in politics. When questioned about his 
participation in the city committee meet- 
ing Stuever said: 

“All the ‘interest I have in politics 
is a very small one among a few of 
my personal friends. 

“TY was not near the city committee. 
I don’t think I have been down town 
in months where I could take any 
part.”’ 

Stuever smiled when the reporter sug- 
gested that frequently the work that 
counted was done by persons who never 
attended a committee meeting, and that 
perhaps Stuever had handled the sit- 
uation from his Forest Park Highlands 
office. With the smile, he remarked: 

“I have heard of politics being 
managed that way, too.” 

" He Is Strong for Fay, 

Stuever declared he believed Fay to 
be one of the very best men who 
could have been chosen for chairman. 
He praised his record in the House of 
Delegates, and declared him to be a 
clean, energetic and res6urceful man. 
He also praised Lawler Daley highly, 
declaring him to be thoroughly trust- 
worthy at all times.

“Tt may as well be frankly admitted 
that yesterday saw the Mayor enter the 
gravest period of his convalescence, I 
am informed that it xes 48 hours us- 
ually for blood poisoning to develop. 
But the fact that it has not shown it- 
self just at the end of 4 hours is no 
assurance that it will not show itself at 
all. My information is that the Mayor 
will be at least a week in this danger 
zone. It is a hard fact to accept for all 
of us, but such it Is. 

“Mayor Gaynor’s physical condition is 
excellent. He can not only take nour- 
ishment, but can assimilate it. He can 
moke new strength daily to meet the 
day’s demands. Still we must make up 
our minds to bear the burden of anxiety 
for some time yet to come. Under the 
most favorable circumstances the Mayor 
will not leave the hdspital for two 
w.eks at leas* 

Patient Is Not Worrying. 

“Mayor Gaynor's friends and family 
are much encouraged by his own atti- 
ftude. He is acting in this regard in his 
most characteristic manner—that is of 
concentrating the whole force of his 
bmentality and vitality on the largest 
problem -in- hand. That problem, of 
‘course, is now to recover. He has as- 
sured me several times that this is the 
only matter to which he is giving any 
consideration through. all the 
hours.

PORTLAND, Aug. 12.—Secretary of 
the Interior Richard A. Ballinger, who 
was the guest of honor today at a noon- 
day lunch given by the Commercial 
Club, addressed his hosts on the subject 
of conservation. 

“What is there about ft that calls 
for excitement, bitterness of spirit or 
contention?” seid Secretary Ballinger. 
“Nothing. The explanation of popular 
excitement is in the fact that many peo- 
ple have been led to believe that con- 
servation holds the secret of Our na- 
tional well-being. The demagogue, the 
fanatic, the séntimentalist, the faddist 
are crusading under the banner of con- 
servation, mainly because it is popular 


“Their energies might be equally em- 
ployed on any other human virtue with 
the same argument, but such reformers 
are more like torrents, generally do- 
ing more damage by floods than by the 
steady flow of useful streams. 

Oredits Present Administration, 

“Beyond the matter of agitation. 
whet has the doctrinaire accomplished, 
unless it be the hysteria of conserva- 
tion? Has he suggested any practical 
methods by way of legislation for dis- 
posing of the remainder of the public 
lands so as to give the public better 
safeguards against existing abuses? The 
fact is that all the substantial progress 
made in this direction has been enacted 
by the last Congress, as the result of 
recommendations initiated by this ad- 
ministration.”’ 

Secretary Ballinger said that extreme 
conservation theories in their last anely- 
sis mean government ownership and 
operation. He said they proceed on 
the theory that the states are not to 
be trusted to take care of their natural 
resources. He said that because some 
of the states have been wasteful or 
their officers corrupt, it does not fol- 
low that no state can safely manage 
its own affairs in this particular. He 
said that in view of the fact that the 
states control and own water for devel- 
ment, it would seem that the most 
feasible and practical method would be 
to transfer these sites to the estates 
under proper limitations, to prevent in- 
furious monopoly. He declared that the 
contention that the Interior Department 
may, under any existing law, exact a 
charge from the public for the use of 
these power sites is utterly without 
folindation. 

Secretary Ballinger declared he is op- 
posed to holding any lands tn the pub- 
lic domain that are capable of giving 
strength and permanent prosperity to 
the country in agriculture, commerce or 
industry. 

“Standing securely on my conscious 
rectitude in the enforcement of the laws 
and regulations as laid down by Con- 
gress in these particulars, the criticism 
of the ignorant or malicious of the 
conduct of the Interfor Department are 
impotent and will fail of interrupting 
the regular and orderly course of con- 
auct laid down by the law for the 
administration of the public domain,” 
said Mr. Ballinger in conclusion.

Tells of Agreements to Col- 
lect $1,500,000 Besides 
Lawyers’ Fees.

SULPHUR, Ok., Aug. i2.—That J. F. 


McMurray had contracts with the In- 
dians by which in tne sale of their 
lands he would receive not only $3,000,- 
000 as attorneys’ fees, but also agree- 
ments calling for $1,500,000 in other fees, 
was testified to by George W. Scott, 
before the Special Congressional Com- 
mittee, 
McMurray. 

Scott was regarded as one of the most 
important witnesses in the investigation 
growing out of Senator T. P. Gore's 
charges that he had been offered & DI'iuc 
to promote the approval of the contracts 
in Congress. 

If all the contracts McMurray held 
with thé Indians were successfully exe- 
cuted, Scott testified, McMurray would 
get $5,000,000 tn fees for the sale, on 


neys. 
Telling of his relations with McMur- 
ray, Scott said he had seen many of 


to sign the contracts. 
Choctaw, said he had signed the con- 
tracts because he believed McMurray 
would have more influence at Washing- 
ton than did the Oklahoma delegation 
to Congress. 


? Discharged as Official. 
Did you ever have any official po- 


sition from which you were released be- 
cause of your connection with McMur- 
ray?’ asked Chairman Burke. 

“Yes, I had been secretary to Green 
McCurtain, chief of the Choctaws, and 
I was asked to resign.”’ 

Scott identified a telegram he had sent 
last May to Richard Adams. attorney at 
Washington, in which Vice-President 
Sherman and Senator Charles Curtis of 
Kansas were referred to as understand- 
ing more than anyone else what the In- 
dians wanted. 

“Both Mr. Sherman and Mr. Curtiss,” 
said Scott, “long were identified with 
the Indian affairs and ence we be- 
lived they knew more about us than did 
our congTressmen.’’ 

“Was that the only reason for your 
referring to Mr. Sherman and Mr. Cur- 
tigs?’’ 

“Yes, we had aboslute confidencee in 
their ability to deal with the Indian 
affairs.’’ 

- Denies He Was Paid. 

Scott denied he ever got any financial 
aid from McMurray. He insisted his 
interest fn the contracts was based only 
on his anxiety to get the land sold. 

He told of inducing the Indians to 
send telegrams to Washington urging 
the prompt sale of the land on May 
last. He said: +4 

“McMurray was in Washington wurg- 
ing the approval of his contracts and 
on May 3, three days before Senator 
Gore says the bribe was offered, Mc- 
Murray telegraphed to Scott in Okla- 
homa: ‘Looks better here. We will win. 


Ll know.’ ’”’ 
“Now, what do you take that to 
mean?’ Scott was asked. “Did you 


think McMurray was going to get, his 
contracts approved soon?’ 

‘Well, it appeared he felt encouraged 
over the situation at Washington.” 

' Willing to Pay McMurray. 

Referring to the promise of the con- 
tracts, Scott said: 

“Of these segregated coal and asphalt 
lands the Indians thought they ought 
to get $50,000,000, but we did not ask 
more than $20,000,000. The surplus un- 
allotted land was worth about $5,000,- 
000, and the leased district land per- 
haps as much. McMurray was to get 
10 per cent of whatever money he got 
out f it. We believed McMurray was 
in a position to expedite the sale of 
these lands, and that’s why I signed 
the contracts and induced others to 
sign. 

Was Treasurer of Nation. 

“One reason why the Indians were 
willing to pay a big fee, was that 
they were afraid the Government 
would re-open the rolls and take in 
ten thousand more Indians, now ex- 
cluded from sharing in the proceeds.” 

Scott said he believed the Indians 
would give 26 per cent attorney fees 
if they could see at once. 

Scott also declared that the Mc- 
Murray law firm had contributed 
$1000 to the campaign in a tribal 
election. As treasurer of the Choc- 
taw nation, Scott said he had charge 
of payment of warrants. He said it 
was customary first to pay the war- 
rants of his friends and then hold up 
those who were not his friends. 

Received $400 as Expenses. 

“Do you think that is the proper way 
to discharge the affairs of the nation ?’’ 
& Ccommitteeman asked. 

“Yes, I thought it was all right; it 
was frequently done.”’ 

“Did you ever visit a town called Rob- 
bers’ Roost?’ The witness said he had 
not. 

A previous witness declared Robbers’ 
Roost was the center of operations for 
@ McMurray agent. 

Scott admitted he had received from 
McMurray $400 for expenses, but he had 
not kept an account of what McMurray 
still might owe him. 

Scott admitted his management of the 
financial affairs of the Indians was sub- 
ject of complaint at Washington and 
the Secretary of the Interior finally took 
the payment of warrants out of his 
hands.

Chickens, 6 Ducks and 5 
Dogs Annoyed Neighbors. 


HEALTH BOARD ACTS 
R. B. Gray Complained Dogs 


Barked Till Midnight, Then 
Roosters Crew. 





It will be “back to the farm’’ for Mrs. 
Theodore Teckenbrock’s 100 hens, 40 
chickens, seven roosters, *ix uucks, five 
dogs and one cat when policemen en- 
force the order of the Board of Health, 
requiring her to remedy conditions on 
her premises at 3759 West Pine boule- 
vard within 10 days. 

R. B. Gray, whose complaint brought 
about the boaras order, was geiting 
back some of his long-lost sleep when 
a Post-Dispatch reporter called at his 
home, just east of Mrs. Teckenbrock’s, 
at 8 a. m. Friday, and members of his 
family refused to awake him. 

“Between the dogs howling “ntil after 
midnight and the roosters crowing be- 
fore daybreak, he doesn’t get much 
rest,”’ said Mrs, Gray, “and this morn- 
ing he turned in again after things 
quieted down a Iifttle.””’ °°: 

Mrs. M. B: Scanlan, who lives one 
door west of the urban poultry farm, 
said her household had learned to 
sleep through the barnyard din, but 
that rats, which she believed wers 
attracted by the chicken feed next 
door, were the ban of her existnce. 

Rats as Big as Kittens, 

“They run past our windows in 
droves,” she declared, “some of them 
looking as big as kittens, and until 
I nailed the strips around the floors, 
they were constantly eating through 
the floor and the linoleum and over- 
running my house. 

“The fertilizer owhich is stored 
next door, and the decayed cabbage 
leaves which are brought there 
big quantities for chicken feed, cause 
an odor which is almost ‘unendur- 
able.’’ 

“The smell] is fierce’’ commented T. 
A. Morrey of 3808 West Pine, “and 
with five dogs howling all night and 
any number of chickens making bed- 
jam in the early morning, it was high 
time that we made a complaint.” 


Mrs. Teckenbrock said Friday that 
She would not announce her future 
course- of action until she heard of- 
ficially from the Board of Health and 
found out just what its demands were. 
The neighbors believe she is planning 
to move to a country place. ° 

“The Gray family and my family 
have had trouble,” said Mrs. Tecken- 
brock. “It had no connection with the 
chickens, but they have taken this way 
of ‘getting back’ at us. I do not see 
what the Board of Health found to 
condemn. We keep our place clean and 
free from odors.” 

A caller .asked Joseph Teckenbrock 
whether some of his leghorns could be 
beught for a dollar or two in case the 
poultry had to be moved. 

“A dollar or two!’’ he exclaimed. 
‘"‘There’s many a chicken in that yard 
that I wouldn't take $100 for. One of 
them won first prize ih the State poul- 
try show and others have won second, 
third and fourth.”

Held With Sisters for Murder 
of Niece, Aged Woman 
Refused to -Eat.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—Miss Vir- 


ginia O. Wardlow, one of the three 
aged sisters indicted on charge of 
murdering her niece, Ocey Snead, is 
dead in the house of detention op- 
posite the Essex County Jail, New- 
ark, of voluntary starvation. 


Suffering intestinal trouble, she 
was moved last Monday from the 
jail, where her sisters, Mrs. Caroline 
W. Martin and Mrs. Mary Snead, are 
confined. She opposed all efforts of 
doctors to make her take food and 
soon wasted away. 

It was recalled 
women were arrested, women 
who knew the family spoke 
of a triple suicide agreement between 
Ocey Snead, her husband, Fletcher W. 
Snead and Miss Wardlaw. In this 
connection the manner of Ocey Snead’s 
death in a bathtub in an East Orang: 
‘*thouse of mystery’’ and Miss Wardlaw's 
apparent determination to starve herself 
to death were commented on today. 
Fletcher Snead’s sudden disappearance 
while working in a hotel in Canada ia 
thought by some to have a bearins 
on the supposed death agreement. 

Denies Rumor of Confession. 

When Miss Wardlaw was first re- 
moved from the jail to the house of 
detention with Miss Snead in June, the 
authorities had been led to believe that 
the other sister, Mrs. Martin, was ex- 
erting an unwholesome influence ever 
them and preventing them from taking 
proper exercise and eating enough food. 
Mrs. Martin complained bitterly to the 
authorities each time Miss Wardlaw 
was taken from the jail. 

The facts were recalled to former 
Judge Chauncey P. Beasley, who was 
recently retained as counsel for the 
women by Judge Archer A. Phiegur 
of Bristel, Va., attorney for Miss Wara- 
law’s brother, the Rev. Albert Ward- 
law, who was with Miss Wardlaw when 
she died. He denied a rumor that she 
confessed the crime just before the end 
came. Others in the death chamber 
were Miss Wardlaw’'s sister, Mrs. Ricih- 
ard B. Spindle of Christianburg. Va.; 
her brother, the Rev. Mr. Wardlaw, and 
two “nurses. |

see their sister. He went to the jai! 
from the House of Detention and had 
a long talk with Mrs. Martin and Mrs.

Sent Special Food. 

Those who had an opportunity to 
study Miss Wardlaw during her impris- 
onment agree that she was a very in- 
telligent woman, but also a very “queer” 
one. Two weexs ago she seemed un- 
able to eat the prison fare and Warden 
McGuinness sent food from his own ta- 
ble for her. He provided her with deli- 
cacies, but day by Gay she ate less and 
finally declared she could not swallow 
another mouthful. 

Tre warien caused Dr. Oswald H. 
Roth, the jail physician, to make an ex- 
amination of her. He reported that she 
was suffering from a serious intestinal 
trouble. When her condition grew stead- 
lly worse, Drs. J. Henry Clark and 
Walter S. Washington were appointed 
by Chief Justice William H. Gummere 
to examine into her mental and physi- 
cal condition. Dr. Washington, fn his 
verbal report, made no mention of the 
alleged insanity which was the cause of 
the postponement of the trial, but de- 
clared she was very lll. Justice Gum- 
mere ordered Miss Wardlaw's removal 
to the House of Detention. She was so 
weak she had to be carried acrogs the 
street on a stretcher.

Johnson of the North Market Street 
Station, who rescued him from wait- 
ers who were beating him with chairs 
and bottles. 


Rescued by Captain. 

Auerswold entered the cafe at 7:30 p. m.

Auerswald then 
went to a pawn shop and bought a 
revolver. He returned to the restau-

Rhode Island Senator Makes 
Complete Answer to 
Bristow’s Charges. 


COMMENT IS CAUSTIC 


Admits Owning Rubber 
Stock, but Says It Is by No 


Means a “Trust.” 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—The reply 
of Senator Aldrich to the accusations 
of Senator Bristow of Kansas is set 
forth with such particularity as to be 
imppressive and convincing. The Rhode 
Island Senator is kind enough to say 
in the beginning that he “should be 
glad to belfeve that in his statements 
Senator Bristow has been cruelly = 
posed upon by some designing person,’ 
and that he does not believe that any 
Senator could be guilty of manufactur- 
ing statements so false in every par 
ticular.’ 

Inasmuch as a candidate for Congress 
from an Illinois district made a de- 
mand upon Senator Aldrich to ‘furnish 
him the facts with reference to changes 
in the rubber d@ies In the tariff act 
of 1909, for which the Rhode Island 
Senator, as chairman of.the Senate 
Committe on Finance was largely re- 
sponsible, Senator Aldrich addressed his 
letter to Congressman William B. Mc- 
Kinley 6f Illinois, chairman of the Re- 
publican Congressional Committee. 

In this letter he sums up Senator 
Bristow’s accusations as follows: 

Sums Up Accusations. 

1. That the Senate Finance Committee 
increased the duty on certain manu- 
factures of rubber from 30 to 3% per 
cetn. 

2. That, on the strength of this, Ald- 
rich and others organized ‘‘a gigantic 
rubber trust, Known as the Intercon- 
tinental Rubber Co.”’ in which he was a 
director and large stockholder. 

8. That this trust “immediately ad- 
vanced largely the price of crude rub- 
ber, the supply of which it asboslutely 
controls.” , 

4. That immediately “this vast rubber 
monopoly” rapidly advanced the price of 
every tmanufactured rubber product, 
“from automobile tires to babies’ rat- 
tles.”’ 

5. That the tariff increase was ar- 
ranged especially for the benefit of the 
Aldrich company, and that it was able 
‘to realize immediately enormous profits, 
as shown by the large dividends paid in 
the early months of the present year.”’ 

Two Statements Are True, 

Senator Aldrich says: ‘It is true that 
an increase in rates took place, which 
included certain manufacturers of rub- 
ber, with other items, and it is true 
that I am a stockholder and director in 
the Intercontinental Rubber Co.; -but 
none of the other statements referred 
to contain a single element of truth. 

*“‘Neither the Intercontinental Rubber 
Co. nor I, nor any member of my fam- 
ily has ever had any pecuniary interest 
as to whether the rates on manufactures 
of rubber were 30, 35 or 300 per cent, or 
whether crude rubber was on the free 
list or the dutiable list. 

“The Intercontinental Rubber Co. was 
incorporated in 196 with the general 
powers of; a business corporation. There 
has been no change whatever either 
during or after the session of Congress 
since that time in the business or contro! 
of the company, or in the purpose for 
which it was organized, these being 
all established at the time of organiza- 
tion, long before the tariff act of 1909 
was ever thought of. 

Preduces Only Crude Rubber. 

“Neither the Inter-Continental Rub- 
ber Co. nor any of its subordinate com- 
panies—and in this I include two com- 
panies whose charters were surrendered 
In 19099—have now or ever have had, any 
interest whatever, directly or indirectly, 
in any business, except in the produc- 
tion of crude rubber in countries out- 
side of the United States, and the sale 
and delivery of its crude rubber product 
in available markets here and abroad. 

“Neither the Intercontinental Rubber 
Co. nor any of its subordinate com- 
panies have ever had the slightest in- 
terest, direct or indirect, in the manu- 
facture of any article covered by the 
change in rates on rubber manufac- 
tures in the paragraph alluded to or 
otherwise. 

“che Intercontinental Rubber Co. is 
not in any sense nor of any kind—good 
or bad—a rubber trust. It was never— 
and no one connected with it was ever 
—in combination or agreement or ar- 
rangement with anybody with reference 
to the production or control, or attempt 
to control, the price cf crude rubber, or 
of any manufacture of rubber.” 

Says Tariff Was No Aid. 

As a further sockdolager Senator 
Aldrich says:* ‘“‘In the success attained 
(by my comnany) the tariff of the Unit- 
ed States has played no part whatever. 
The price of crude rubber is fixed in the~ 
markets of the world by the inexorable 
law of supply and demand. It is gov- 
erned by auction sales at London and 
Antwerp. 

“The great increase in the price in re- 
cent years is undoubtedly due to the 
enormous increase in demand for auto- 
mobile tires and for electrical and other 
industrial uses, with no corresponding 
increase in the available supply. 

‘The change in our tariff of 5 per cent 
on a very limited number of manufac- 
tures of rubber, in August, 1909, had as 
little to do with it as had the move- 
ment of the tides. 

“Crude rubber is and has been on the 
free list of our tariff and there has 
been no movement or suggestion from 
any source to place it on the dutiable 
list. 

“If this important raw material, which 
competes with no domestic product, 
should be piaced on the dutiable list the 
duty would clearly be added to the cost 
of the rubber to the manufacturer or 
the consumer, and would not affect the 
producer whose price cl would be 
still controlled by the price of 
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Aldrich Calls Bristow’s 
Statement Rare Ignorance 
F all the ridiculous state- 
_ments made by the Kansas 
Senator, none is quite so ri- 
diculous as that in which he states 
that the Intercontinental Rubber 
Co., in which I am a stockholder, 
absolutély controls the crude rub- 
ber supply. 
The world’s production of crude 
rubber in 1908 was about 175,000,000 
pounds, of which the United States 
took about 93,000,000 pounds. : 
The production of the Intercon- 
tinental Rubber Co. and its subor- 
dinate companies was about 10,000, 
000 pounds, or less than 6 per cent 
of the whole. 
O say that the advance which 
|T took place from month to 
month in the price of crude 
rubber throughout the world from 
70 cents in 1902 to $3 in 1910, was 
owing to an unimportant increase 
of from 30 to 35 per cent in August, 
1909, on importations affecting less 
than 1 per cent in value of the 
total product of rubber, displays 
a depth of ignorance which has 
rarely been -reached. 











to 85 per cent came to be set for certain

O ea ACCUSED 


BY COUNTESS OF 
$00,000 SWINDLE 


New York Mine Promoter 
Charged With Using the 
Mails to Commit Fraud. 


AIDE FORMER PREACHER 





Evidence Is That $1,300,000 
of Stock Was Sold to 
Clergymen and Doctors. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—The Countess 
of Tankerville, one of England’s best- 
known peeresses, figures as one of the 
principal victims in an alleged mine 
promotigp swindle exposed by the arrest 
of W. T. Wintemute, banker and broker, 
who will be arraigned today. 

The charge against the banker is the 
fraudulent use of the mails in connec- 
tion with the sala of about $1,300,000 
worth of stock of the Gold Run Mining 
and Tunnel Co. of Boulder, Colo. He 
was arrested in his luxurious suite of 
offices in the Whitehall Building, by 
Postoffice Inspectors Kincaid. and 
Reedy and W. W. Dickson. In the 
raid on Wintemute’s office more than 
one-half a ton of advertising matter was 
seized. 

Documentary evidence seized revealed 
the fact that Wintemute’s agent in 
London and the man who induced the 
Countess of Tankerville and her friend, 
Miss Henrietta Eliot of Tunbridge Wells, 
England, to invest $50,000 in stock of 


\j the Gold Run Mining and Tunnel Co., 


was no less a person that the 
Herman Warszawiak. 
Agent Ejected From Church, 

Warszawiak is the former Hebrew who 
was converted to Christianity by the 
late Rev. Dr. 
Avenue. Presbyterian Church of this 
city, 
that church on the charge of immor- 
ality, brought by Anthony Comstock. 

Among the documents seized in tho 

d were correspondence and copies cf 
letters between Wintemute, Warsza- 
wiak, the Countess of Tankerville and 
Miss Eliot. One written by Warsza- 
wiak to Miss Eliot evidently was intend- 
ed to redssure her in connection with 
the investment of $2500 in addition to 
the $47,000 she, and Lady Tankerville 
had already invested in the Gold Run 
Mining Co., and which $2,500, it appears, 
she had sent in mistake or overpay- 
ment. 

It was the keeping of this extra 
$2500 Miss Eliot and Lady Tankerville 
had sent in mistake wnich caused the 
women apparently to suspect Warsza- 
wiak and his principal, Wintemute. 

The original ‘complainant against 
Wintemute was Francis J. Hoffman of 
this city. He was followed by John 
W. Collicott of Boston and later by 
about 700 other persons in the United 
States, principally ministers and med- 
ical men. Each of these declared he 
had been swindled and asked the postal 
authorities to look into the matter. 


2.000,000 Shares at £1 Each. 
In all, it is estimated that Winte- 


mute got rid of about 2,000,000 shares 
of the Gold Run Mining and Tunnel Co, 
for the majority of which he received 
$1 a share, the par value of the stock, 
and for which he nad paid not more 
than 5 cents a share. 

It was his last circular letter to his 
alleged victims that got him into trou- 
ble. In it he had declared that the 
mines had produced many tons of ore 
valued at $20 a pound. This the postal 
authorities declared to be false, and on 
it they obtained warrants for his ér- 
rest. 


**Rev.” 


Wintemute, it appears, has been 
known to the Postoffice authorities 
for some time. On March 15, 1909, 
for some reason he wrote to Post- 
office Inspector Hill saying that he 
intended to sail for Europe under the 
name of George Keller. 

In addition to offices in this city, 
Wintemute has suites in London, 
Philadelphia and Pittsburg. He is 
also owner of a magnificént sum- 
mer residence at Summit, N. J. 

According to the inspectors, Winte- 
mute has a record as a promoter of 
western mining schemes extending 
over several years. In 1903 he was 
busily engaged in pushing to the 
front the Conihuila Gold Refining 
Mines Co., which its promoter de- 
clared would rival the _ celebrated 
Homestake mines, and which were 
@uaranteed to return net dividends 
of 12 per cent per annum from the 
date of the purchase. 

Promoter of Many Companies, 

In 1904 he was handling the stock 
of a Nevada oil company, while in 
1905 he was interested in the mar- 
keting of stock in the Founders’ Poo] 
and the Redman Mine, Milling and 
Smelting Co. of Sanora, Mexico. This 
company failed for lack of water 
not in the stock—but with which to 
work a property. The Redman Ex- 
tension Mining Co. also occupied part 
of his time during 1906. 

The following year the inspectors 
say he was interested in bonds in 
the Gold River Mining Co. and the

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PHYSICIANS MUST 
TAKE BOARD TEST 
OR LEAVE STAFF 


Commissioner Morfit Says 
300 Are Waiting to Fill 
Hospital Vacancies. 


DOCTORS DETERMINED 


Visiting Members Are Almost 
Unanimous in Opposing 
Examination Plan. 


Dr. John C. Morfit, Hospital Commis- 
sioner, is determined that all the mem- 
bers of the city hospital visiting staff 
shall take an examination, whether they 
like it or not, as a condition of holding 
their places. 

“We have 300 applications for posi- 
tions on the visiting stafr,’’ said Dr. 
Morfit Friday to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, “‘so we are in a position to be 
independent.’’ 

Nearly all the 40 physicians compris- 
ing the visiting staff joined in an in- 
surgent mévement Thursday afternoon 
during an excursion on the steamer 
Erastus Wells to Quarantine. The trou- 
ble started when Dr. Morfit read an 
outline of the proposed examination, 
taken from a report made by him to the 
board. 

With hardly a voice in support of the 
examination plan, a series of deter- 
mined objections began. Physicians of 
recognized standing, as well as those 
less known, declared that they would 
net submit to the rule. They said they 
did not propose to have their profes- 
sional ability decided by an arbitrary 
test. 

Dr. H. W. Leeb declared that he was 
unwilling to take the chance of being 


. Weraded ‘“‘first, second or third class’’ be- 


cause of failure to answer some techni- 
cal question. Sete raze 
Fears Injury to Practice. 

Dr. Willis Young declared that fail- 
ure in the examination would be taken 
as a reflection on a physician's ability 
and might affect his practice unfavor- 
ably. 

Dr. L. Williamson said the examina- 
tion system was worse than the ap- 
pointment system could possibly be. 

Drs. W. W.’ Graves, H. J. Scherck, 
William H. Mook and L. 8. Luton 
argued that practical ability and not ex- 
aminations shoud be the basis for choice 
of physicians. The insurgents finally 
decided to hold a meeting next Wednes- 
day night at Dr. Mook’s office in the 
Humboldt building. 

Drs. M. G. Seelig and Edmond Bab- 
ler said they. would take the exarn- 
ination, although they did not approve 
of the examination plan. They were 
the only ones who signified an inten- 
tion to submit to Mborfit’s requtre- 
ment. 

Other members of the Hospital 
Board, who adopted the plan on Dr. 
Morfit’s recommendation, defended it 
on the ground that it would assure 
impartial and non-factional choices. 

Dr. Morfit made a similar defense of 
his plan Friday. “It will keep pol- 
itics—both party politics and medicai 
politics—out of the question,”’ he said. 

‘The opposition of the doctors is 
natural. Like everybody else, they 
don’t want to do anything if they can 
get out of it. But they ought to re- 
member that when the present visit- 
ing staff was named they were told that 
a permanent plan wowld soon be put 
into effect and that they might have 
to fiulfill some new requirements. 

“The past work and i  »professional 
standing of physicians will count 40 per 
cent in the examination. Length of 
practice, positions on hospital staffs and 
as instructors in colleges will all be 
rated. If there seems to be danger- of 
favoritism, physicians from outside the 
city will be called on to be judges. 

“As this is a public institution, it 
seems to me to be fair that every 
physician should have the same oppor- 
tunity and that the hospital should have 
the chance to obtain the best possible 
staff.”’

With an inferior pitching 
staff to that of the Athletics of Phila- 
deiphia, Patsy Donovan has kept the 
Hub outfit in the midst of the fight, 
although the team hasn’t fared so well 
since starting on its present Western 
trip. 

Smith probably excels any member 
of Donovan's slab corps. The Red Sox 
form a better scoring machine than 
Smith has ever worked with. In many 
of: hig games during his connection with 
the White Sox, always a weak hitting 
aggregation, he has been forced to hold 
the epposition to none, one or two runs 
tc win. 

Tt was mainly due to the great ef- 
forts of Ed Walsh and Frank Smith 
that enabled the White Sox to win the 
American League flag and later the 
wotit’s championship from the Cubs 
of Chicago tn 1906. Then again in 1908 
they came within a short distance of 
nosing out the Tigers of Detroit for 
the American League honors.

Why, indeed, discuss such questions? It is bet- 
ter to evade them by inquiring about the weather.

SENATOR ALDRICH EXPLAINS. 

On the testimony so far offered, the case of 
Bristow vs. Aldrich must be decided in favor of 
the respondent, The Rhode Island statesman has 
justified his reputation as the man most expert 
of all in the making of tariffs and the most fa- 
miliar of all with the schedules, while his par- 
ticular and special information of the causes 
which operated to fix rates as they were fixed 
surpasses that of all the other tariff-makers put 
together. He has not only exculpated himself 
from all charges of greed and design to secure 
personal profit from the establishment of the 
rubber schedule, but he has proved himself to be 
the most valuable asset of the sweating and hard- 
pressed stand-patters in their hysterical efforts 
to justify themselves, their party and their deals, 
schemes and conspiracies to impose burdens on 
the consumer for the benefit of the privileged 
interests. 

While Mr. Aldrich’s letter purports to be writ- 
ten in behalf of an Illinois candidate for Con- 
gress, it marks a departure. It is a matter of 
common knowledge that Senator Crane inter- 
vened in behalf of the administration to secure 
the explanation and that the President’s secre- 
tary urged Senator Aldrich to give his statement 
to the public. It was with some reluctance and 
in violation of the fixed policy of a lifetime tnat 
Senator Aldrich has taken the public into his 
confidence and given his assurance that not only 
was there nothing in it for him or his family, 
but that the increase in the rate on manufac- 
tured rubber was an administrative necessity, 
urged by the tariff experts and specially designed 
to prevent annoying litigation. 

We are. practically disposed to consider the 
rubber schedule as a closed matter so far as any 
contention not aimed at the protective idea as a 
fatuous policy is concerned. But Senator Aldrich 
has again proved himself such a candid, well- 
informed and powerful advocate of the justness 
of the schedules of the new tariff law, that it is 
fair to insist that he take the people still fur- 
ther into his confidence and explain away the 
last lingering doubt that the tariff is a law in- 
tended to promote the public welfare and benefit 
the workingman. 

He might, for instance, amplify his statement 
that “if this important raw material (crude rup- 
ber), which competes with no domestic product, 
Should be placed on the dutiable list the duty 
would clearly be added to the cost of the rubber 
to the manufacturer or tne consumer, and would 
not affect the producer, whose price clearly would 
be still controlled by the market price of the 
world.” 

He might give the unvarnished truth as to the 
cotton schedule and convince us in his effective 
way that the rates on cheap cottons were not 
raised for the exclusive and direct benefit of his 
friends engaged in their manufacture. 

He might supplement his own exoneration by 
exculpating Senator Scott of West Virginia, who 
advocated increasing the duties on glass because 
he was interested in manufacturing glass and ad- 
mitted it. 3 

He might come to the assistance of Mr. Taft, 
who said that the wool schedule was not sgatis- 
factory, but that it was the best that could be 
secured in view of the agreement between the 
Western wool growers and the Eastern wool 
manufacturers who controlled many Senators. 

He might tell us why the rate on sugar was 
reduced when the Sugar Trust is the one bene- 
ficiary of it. 

He might tell us why the stee] and fron sched- 
ules were maintained in the face of Mr. Carne- 
gie’s testimony that protection was wholly un- 
necessary. 

He might tell us why the duty on low-priced 
gloves was raised when Speaker Cannon’s friend, 
ex-Congressman Littauer, glove manufacturer, 
was the only advocate of it. 

In the thousand paragraphs of the law Mr. 
Aldrich might pick out a thousand items and, by 
making out a case as good for each as he made 
for himseif in regard to rubber, stop the insur- 
gent clamor, cause consternation in the places 
that Bristow, Cummins, Dolliver and La Follette 
frequent, ease the consciences of the plutocrats 


There is 
great work for Mr. Aldrich to do. He is plainly 
the only man that‘can save his party.

The Revolt Against Pattersonism. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

For the benefit of those who are especially inter- 
ested in the conditions of politics in the old Volun- 
teer State, the following information is given to cor- 
rect many misconceptions as to the issues which 
have divided the Democracy of Tennessee. Our 
governors are elected for two years. The pres- 
ent executive, Malcolm R. Patterson, has served 
two terms, his second term expiring Jan. 1, 1911. 
The memorable campaign between Patterson and 
Carmack, which involved State-wide prohibition, 
is the basis for all the trouble in Tennessee to- 
day. 

Patterson built up a self-perpetuating machine 
in Tennessee and is a candidate for a third term. 
He tried to coerce the Supreme Court in the 
decision in the Cooper case, pardoning Col. Cooper 
before the ink was dry on the opinion confirming 
his sentence for murder. His machine denied to 
candidates for the higher court the right of a 
separate convention free from politics. Patter- 
scn’s machine held a Patterson primary in which 
only 15 per cent of the Democrats of the State 
voted. In this factional primary Patterson was 
renominated for Governor and candidates for the 
Supreme and Court of Civil Appeals were nomi- 
nated. A convention afterwards held and a plat- 
form adopted, demanded the repeal of the pres- 
ent election laws which gives to the Republicans 
equal representation at the polls. The platform 
alsc demanded the repeal of the State-wide pro- 
hibition law. All of the Patterson candidates 
pledged themselves to this platform. Any per- 
son who says that prohibition was not involved 
in the August election in Tennessee is ignorant 
of the facts. 

The Republicans endorsed the independent ju- 
diciary ticket made up of Democrats and helped 
to elect the same by a 40,000 majority. 

The Democratic revolt in Tennessee is not 
against regular Democracy but against Patter- 
sonism. The Legislature will be strongly Demo- 
cratic and elect a successor to the United States 
Senate of Senator James B. Frazier, who will 
probably succeed himself. The independent Dem- 
ocrats or anti-Patterson forces may indorse the 
Republican nominee for governor in order to de- 
feat Patterson. 

The remainder of the State ticket will be com- 
posed of Democrats. The fight in August and 
agein in November is a protest against Patter- 
sonism and a demand for law enforcement and 
decency in politics.

Free Swimming Pools in Parks.

In order to prevent some of the accidents re- 
sulting in drowning, in the Meramec River, Mis- 
sissippi and various quarry ponds, why not util- 
izo our park waters for swimming as well as 
boating. Bath houses would not be expensive, 
and now that boating is permitted in Forest 
Pérk, the lagoons there might easily be converted 
into safe and attractive swimming pools. The 
character of the bottom in the Meramec, with ‘ts 
recky ledges and holes, and of the bottom in 
Creve Coeur Lake, where the mud holds the bather 
fast and helps to drown him, will always make 
these waters dangerous. Everybody knows that 
the quarry ponds are regular death traps. We 
ought to have swimming for all the people in all 
the big parks, and swimming should be taught to 
the children of all the schools. It is said that 
the percentage of persons who can swim is much 
grcater in Europe than in America, because they 
have plenty of free swimming pools in European 
cities, while we have few or none. I would like 
to see St. Louls provide the biggest and best 
public swimming pool in the world, so that we 
will not be continually sorrowing over deaths 
from drowning which could be avoided if we did 
what we could in this matter.

Deliveries by farmers of winter 
wheat are decreasing, but the 
movement to market is likely to 
continue large for some _ time. 
Poorly-conditioned soft winter 
wheat is being freely marketed, 
Much of the best wheat is going 
into bins and stack. 











Foreign conditions were again the 
controlling factor in domestic wheat 
markets, prices being influenced by 
continued reports of Continental buy- 
ing in Chicago and adverse advices 
from South Russia.

Talk of export sales with France and 
Germany getting into line with our 
market, is still heard, but as yet the 
actual shipments from home ports are 
decidedly limited. Baltimore reported 
a cargo of No. 2 red wheat taken for 
France for prompt shipment.. Phi 
phia reported sales of wheat to Ger- 
many over night. There has been con- 
siderable wheat taken for the Hast in 
the past few days, but to what ex- 
tent it represents exports will not he 
known until the actual grain goes 
out. > 
The Liverpool market was excited and 
higher, following our advance and 
Winnipeg’s. Spot wheat was id up and 
Manitoba grades 1%d up. Parcels were 
fully 6d higher, owing to free taking by 
the continent. English country mar- 
kets were generally 6@0d up on heavy 
rains in South of Russia, said to be de- 
laying the movement. The quality of 
the new Russian wheat crop is said to 
be out of condition. French weather re- 
ports were more favorable. 

Domestic weather conditions were ideal 
for the harvest of the spring wheat 
crop and favorable for the new move- 
ment.

and like quite all the egariier experi- 
ments with low motive torpedoes, un- 
der-water mines and submarine boats, 


(perhaps of necessity) so arranged that 
everything was in favor of the new 
apppliance. This is rarely, but always 
ought, to be taken into account. 

The history of the torpedo and the 
under-water mine shows that the real 
efficiency of these appliances in actual 
warfare is but a very minute fraction 
of their efficiency in experimental trials. 
We already know enough about sub- 
marine boats to be able to feel sure 
that in their case the history of the 
other appliances just mentioned will re- 
peat itself. 

When a new belligerent contrivance is 
introduced it is impossible to experi- 
ment with it except on the condition 
that it is allowed to have everything 
its own way. At Keuka Lake no one 
would have dreamed of permitting any 
sort of gun to be fired at the aeroplane 
when dropping its bombs, any more 
than anyone dreams of permitting a 
representative of an armor plate under 
test to fire back at the armor-piercing 
gun. Unless full weight is given to this 
condition experiments are certain to be 
misleading. Consequently we get from 
the experiments of the kind, not war 
results but practice grounds—or what 
the French call “‘polygone’”’ results. 


It will almost certainly turn out 
that the efficiency of the acroplane 
or dirigible as an assailant of ships 
may be placed in the same category 
as that of the torpedo, the under- 
water mine and the submarine boats. 

It will be great in certain circum- 
stances, but those circumstances will be 
limited and rare. Nothing will encour- 
age an exaggerated estimate of the 
fighting value of an aeroplane more 


_ than confining attempts at neutralizing 


its operation to mere passive devices. 
As long as such devices only were pro- 
vided to meet it, the torpedoes seemed 
irresistible. As soon as it was decided 
to provide defense by acting against it 
offensively, the limitations of the wea- 
pon were perceived. , 

Some passive arrangements are neces- 
sary, but those who have to guard 
against aeroplane attack will do well 
to exert all their faculties in devising 
something that will be at least as for- 
midable to the aeroplane as the latter 
is believed by its admirers to be to 
ships. Admiral Farragut’s aphorism 
ought never to be forgotten: 

The best defensive armor is the re- 
turn fire.
